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GOVERNOR  STAN  STEPHENS 


STAN  STEPHENS,  A  Calgary,  Alberta-born  businessman  serving  his  first  term  as 
Montana  governor,  has  worked  in  all  phases  of  broadcasting.  His  38-year  broadcast 
career  has  involved  news  and  editorial  writing  along  with  announcing  for  radio  opera¬ 
tions  in  Canada,  Korea  and  the  United  States.  He  has  also  served  as  chief  executive 
officer  for  three  cable  TV  systems  in  Montana. 

During  his  broadcast  career,  Stephens  received  many  state  and  national  awards  for 
excellence  in  news  and  editorial  writing.  Most  notable  is  his  1975  Edward  R.  Murrow 
award  for  journalistic  excellence  in  editorials  uncovering  a  scandal  in  Montana’s 
Workers’  Compensation  Program. 

He  represented  his  home  community  of  Havre  in  the  Montana  Senate  for  16  years 
starting  in  1969.  He  is  the  only  Montana  legislator  elected  by  his  peers  to  every  leader¬ 
ship  position  in  the  Senate.  He  served  as  Senate  Republican  floor  whip  in  1977, 
majority  leader  in  1979  and  1981,  Senate  President  in  1983  and  minority  leader  in 
1985. 

He  retired  from  the  Montana  Senate  in  1986.  That  same  year  he  was  recognized  by 
the  National  Republican  Legislators  Association  as  one  of  the  country’s  ten  most 
outstanding  state  lawmakers. 

In  January  of  1987,  Stephens  announced  as  a  candidate  for  Montana  Governor 
and  was  elected  in  November  of  1988.  His  four-year  term  as  the  state’s  19th  chief 
executive  will  include  presiding  as  the  Centennial  Governor  in  1989. 

Stephens  married  Ann  Hanson  of  Havre  in  1954.  They  have  two  daughters, 
Lannie  Gillin  of  Great  Falls  and  Carol  Donaldson  of  Missoula.

LIEUTENANT  GOVERNOR  ALLEN  KOLSTAD 


Allen  Kolstad  was  born  and  raised  in  Chester,  Montana.  He  attended  Concordia 
College  1949-1951  before  returning  to  the  farm  south  of  Chester  which  he  has 
operated  for  37  years.  He  was  president  of  the  Chester  Implement  Co.  and  president 
of  the  Kolstad  Grain  Company. 

In  1968,  he  was  elected  to  the  Montana  Legislature  as  Liberty  County’s  first 
Republican  legislator  in  48  years.  He  served  in  the  House  from  1969  to  1975  and  the 
Senate  from  1975  to  1988.  While  in  the  Senate,  Kolstad  was  President  Pro-Tempore 
for  three  sessions.  He  also  chaired  Montana’s  Legislative  Council,  the  American 
Legislative  Exchange  Council,  serving  on  its  Export  and  Trade  Council,  and  chaired 
the  Interim  Legislative  Committee  of  Problems  in  Agriculture.  During  the  past  nine¬ 
teen  years  he  has  been  a  member  of  most  of  the  legislative  committees. 

He  is  a  past  director  of  the  Montana  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  has  served  as  the 
Chamber’s  agriculture  chairman.  Kolstad  served  as  State  Director  of  Montana  Jaycees 
and  was  president  of  the  Montana  Water  Development  Association.  Under  President 
Ford,  Kolstad  was  appointed  to  the  District  Export  Council  for  the  Western  States.  He 
was  Montana’s  Co-Chairman  for  Reagan  for  President  in  1976  and  Montana’s  Co- 
Chairman  for  Farmers  and  Ranchers  for  Reagan  in  1980. 

Kolstad  is  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge  (past  Master),  Algeria  Shrine  and 
Jesters.  He  is  a  former  Alumni  Board  member  of  Concordia  College,  Moorehead, 
Minnesota.
